NOTE 1 - SUMMThRY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES a. Reporting Entity In 1964, the State of Louisiana passed Act 456 which authorized the charter of voluntary councils on aging for the welfare of aging people in their representative parishes. Charters are issued by the Louisiana Secretary of State upon approval by the Governor's Office of Elderly Affairs. The West Carroll Council on Aging, Inc. is a non-profit corporation which must comply with the policies and regulations established by the Governor's Office of Elderly Affairs, the state agency which provides the Council with most of its revenues. The Council also receives revenues from other federal, state and local government agencies which may impose certain restrictions upon how the Council can use the money that they have provided. The Council is not a component unit of another primary government nor does it have any component units which are related to it. Therefore, the Council has presented its financial statements as a separate special-purpose government. The primary function of the West Carroll Council on Aging, Inc. is to improve the quality of life for the parish's elderly and to provide services to the elderly as well as coordinate and monitor the services of other local agencies serving the aging people of the parish. Such services include providing meals, nutritional education, information and referral services, legal assistance, horaemaker services, operating senior centers, and transportation. A Board of Directors, consisting of 15 voluntary members who serve three-year terms, governs the Council. b. Presentation of Statements In April of 1984, the Financial Accounting Foundation established the Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) to promulgate generally accepted accounting principles and reporting standards with respect to activities and transactions of state and local governmental entities. In November of 1984, the GASB issued a codification of governmental accounting and

This codification and subsequent GASB pronouncements are recognized as generally accepted accounting principles for state and local governments. The accompanying financial statements conform to generally accepted accounting principles for state and local governments. These statements have also incorporated any applicable requirements set forth by Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States; Subsection VI - Annual Financial Reporting, accounting manual for Governor's Office of Elderly Affairs contractors; and, the Louisiana Governmental Audit Guide. c. Fund Accounting The Council uses funds and account groups to report its financial position and the results of its operations. Fund accounting is designed to demonstrate legal compliance and to aid financial management by segregating transactions relating to certain functions or activities. The accounts of the Council are organized on the basis of funds and account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, equity, revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purpose for which they are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into two generic fund types and two broad fund categories (account groups). Goverrnnental funds are used to account for all or most of the Council's general activities, including the collection and disbursement of specific or legally restricted monies, the acquisition of fixed assets, and the servicing of general long-term debt.

The following are the funds which comprise the Council's Special Revenue Funds: Title III-B Administration Fund 

The Title III-B Administration Fund is used to account for the administration of Special Programs for the Aging. U.S.D.A. Fund The U.S.D.A. Fund is used to account for the administration of the Food Distribution Program funds provided by the United States Department of Agriculture through the Louisiana Governor's Office of Elderly Affairs, which "passes through" the funds to the Council. In those cases where repayment is expected, the advances are classified as due from other funds or due to other funds on the balance sheet. 
g. Budget Policy The Council follows these budgetary data reflected procedures in establishing the in these financial statements. The Governor's Office of Elderly Affairs "GOEA" notifies the Council each year as to the funding levels for each program's grant award. The Executive Director prepares a proposed budget based on the funding levels provided by GOEA and then submits the budget to the Board of Directors for approval. The Board of Directors reviews and adopts the budget before June 30 of the current year for the next year. The adopted budget is forwarded to the Governor's Office of Elderly Affairs for final approval. All budgetary appropriations lapse at the end of each fiscal year (June 30). The budget is prepared on a modified accrual basis, consistent with the basis of accounting, for comparability of budgeted and actual revenues and expenditures. Budgeted amounts included in the accompanying financial statements include the original adopted budget amounts and all subsequent amendments. The last approved amendment during the year was effective May 31, 1998. Actual amounts are compared to budgeted amounts periodically during the fiscal year as a management control device.

Related Party Transactions During the year, the Council provided management services to White Oaks Apartments, an apartment complex for the elderly which is regulated by HUD. The Council received management fees for this service based on allowable percentages. Management fees received for the year ended June 30, 1998, totaled $19,597. The Council also has an accounts receivable from White Oaks Terrace Apartments in the amount of $262. m. Management's Use of Estimates The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect certain reported amounts and disclosures. Accordingly, actual results may differ from those estimates.
